Kach vear the Government issues 
its decree that a certain day shall 
be observed as a special ume for 
the planting of trees, but the ap- 
pointing of a day is almost all-—ot 
a formal nature—that now remains 
to remind one of the original pur- 
poses of thisholiday. Itis a great 
‘pity that this is so because of what 
this day mipht mean to us if it 
were properly observed. Perhaps 
it may not be a practicable idea for 
every citizen to drop his regular 


occupation on Arbor Day in order 


that he might spend the time at 
home in tree planting, but at all 
our schools at least, the day should 
should 


be atime of liberal planting, and 


be fittingly observed. It 


a sort of starting point from which 
a keener interestin growing things 
shall proceed and continue 
througout the year. 

That the idea is a thoroughly 
practical one has been demon- 
strated by a few schools scattered 
here and there throughout the 
country schools whose attractive- 
ness of ground becomes increas- 
ingly conspicuous as we contrast 
it with the lack of beauty so pro- 
nouncedly evident about school 
yards in general. 

It is fundamental that children 
love the beautiful, the mysterious, 
and the wonderful. But this nat 
ural propensity can be developed 
or it can be destroyed. And it is 


a sad fact that in so many cases 


the school environment does so 
much to destroy that which might 
be encouraged into one of the 
most beautiful traits of character.

First Suggestions For Easter Frocks.

In the midst of Lent, the feminine 
world is in the clutches of dressmakers 
and Easter gowns. The fickle woman 
will find this a trying season in modes, 
for she will have absolutely no excuse 
for throwing away last year’s gowns. 
Fashions in frocks have changed in 
small things only. Winter gowns may 
be transformed into Spring frocks 
without any great expense, and even 
last Summer's raiment can be rejuv- 
enated in a most satisfactory manner 
by competent home dressmakers. 

Whether this state of affairs is due 
to the fact that women like the pic- 
turesque styles of the past six months, 
or the fact that the men and women 
who set the fashiong lack the original- 
ity or the courage to make any vital 
changes, ome thing is certain, this is a 
great season for the economical wom- 
an and a trying one for her sister, 
whose chief joy lies in trading off old 
garments for new. 


For the fashioning of outdoor gar- 
ments, designs are extremely catholic. 
Anything from a three-quarter bolero 
to a full length redingote is permis- 
sibie. Boleros are extremely jaunty, 
much trimmed and eminently suited to 


dressy occasions. They show flat col- 
larless effects, masses of handwork, 
rosettes and lace. Some of these bole- 
ros follow basque lines, others are full 
around the back and hips, while some 
tailored models are close fitting, dou- 
ble breasted over the bust and sloping 
to a sharp point below the walst line 
ji the centre. Longer coatg have roll- 
ing collars, turnback cuffs and watst- 
cout effects, while the redingote is the 
simplest but, perhaps in the long run, 
the most expensive outdoor garment, 
because it stands for perfection of fit 
and line.

In the length of her Easter frock, the 
up-to-date girl may be equally cath- 
olic. The French modiste insists that 
the dressy gown must rest on the floor 
all the way around, and many short 
trained effects are seen, but the Amer- 
ican Woman likes the shorter skirt and 
some gowns of rich fabric built on 
dressy lines are displayed with skirts 
which clear the ground. 

A very desirable litthe garment for 
the Easter girl is the short, natty bo- 
lero or eton, in fabric matching the 
skirt. These also come in silk to har- 
monize perfectly with the various 
cloths being sold for Spring wear. A 
very effective model! is done in a satin 
finished crepe of mulberry tint. The 
skirt is laid in very fine handwork 
tucks to fit snugly around the hips, 
from which point it falls in graceful 
folds to the ground, giving the effect 
of a skirt width of five or eix yards at 
the foot. The Jacket is a square bolero 
which comes only to the top of a high 
virdle of velvet matching in tone the 
material of the skirt and jacket. The 
siceves come just below the bolero and 
flare broadly, being finished with a 
Grecian pattern done in velvet to 
nateh the girdle, and the revers are of 

he same matertal, With this is worn 
i blouse of white net showing tiny coin 
strupped with mulberry velvet

The surplice waist is one of the fads 
of the hour, and with this is used a 
sleeve cut on leg-o’-mutton lines, but 
shirred or crinkled from shoulder to 
wrist. Sometimes these mousquetaire 
sleeves are split in the back seam from 
a point just above the elbow to just 
below it, and here ts inserted a flounce 
of lace or footing. Accordion pleated 
chiffon, mousseline and the finest of 
batiste and lawns are used to add a 
dainty finish to the sleeve and are in- 
valuable in making over blouses. 

For very dressy effects the draped 
bodice is much used, and with a yoke 
and bertha of a different material, 
such as lace, net or chiffon finely 
shirred and corded to form the upper 
part of the waist, the lower part gives 
the effect of an artistically designed 
girdle. 

Lace sieeve ruffles remain in vogue, 
though many women prefer the mous- 
quetaire effect from elbow to wrist, 
with a finish of very narrow ruching 
or a narrow edging of real lace. 

Robe and panel effects remain in 
favor for ‘skirts and both seven and 
nine-gored jupegs are shown, all with 
the snug fit over the hips and the cir- 
cular voluminous lines around the foot. 
For wear with these skirts, a full silk 
petticoat with a web top is almost es- 
sential, though enormous sales of lin- 
gerie skirts are reported. The latter 
show flounce upon flounce below the 
knee to assist in the art of making 
gowns flare at the bottom. 


In the matter of fabrics, if such a 
thing is possible, weaves are more sup- 
ple than they were six months back. 
In silks, satin finish is in demand, and 
among the most popular fabrics for 
dressy wear may be mentioned liberty 
satin, satin charmeuse, eatin finished 
crepe and satin gauze or gaze as it is 
more generally called. Even the taf- 
fetas have taken on a more santiny 
sheen and are of all silks the most de- 
pendable. Particularly effective are the 
supple taffetas showing two-tone 
stripes, with a third deeper tone in 
coin discs scattered regularly over the 
surface. These come in the most prac- 
tical of colorings, which are admirably 
adapted for semi-tailored street frocks,

TORNADO IN THE’ STATES. 


1,700 Killed and Hurt in Fierce 
Tornado of Friday Through 
South. Millions of Dollars 
Worth of Property Destroyed. 


Memphis, April 27. Over five | 
hundred people have been killed 
and more than eleven hundred in- 
jured in the series Of tornadoes in 
Lousiana, Mississippi, Tennessee, 
Alabama and Georpia, which be- 
gan Friday morning and are. still 
being reported. 

Millions of dollars in) property 
have been destroyed by the wind- 
storms. Nearly every point which 
has been visited by the storms re- 
ports fatalities. 

The heaviest loss of life is re- 
ported from Natchez, Miss., and 
Amite, La., which were stricken 
Friday afternoon, and from Geor- 
gia, which was swept by the storm 
today. 

East Tennessee, between Chat- 
tanooga and Knoxville, along the 
line of the Southern railway, suf- 
fered more severely from a storm 
early today than did west Tennes- 
see and the other portions of the 
Memphis district which suffered 
Friday morning.

The present series wind- 


and desolation in their wakes, 
started Wednesday in Texas and 
have moved steadily eastward. 

Another disastrous storm passed 
through south Mississippi early 
yesterday afternoon. Devastation 
marks the path of the storm. It 
is impossible at this time to get 
positive reports, but it is by far the 
most desolating tornado which 
has swept this country since 1892. 
The loss of life is perhaps. much 
greater than any storm of even 
greater territory. Visitors at Pur- 
vis, McLain, McLaurin and Mc-

of infants torn from mothers’ arms 
children crushed in the debris of 
fallinyy houses, parents carried 
away in the twinkling of an eye 
from those depending on them for 
bread.
